HEALING. 
(C oncluded). 
"TEMPLE I EACHINGS. OPEN SERIEs. No. CXXXITI. 


The Imittate, Pani, voiced a statement which should be of 
interest to that section of New TI hought healers who claim to use 
the power of Faith alone as a means to the healing of all disease. 
He Said, *Faith without works 1s dead. Faith void of obedience 
to the laws which govern the plane of action upon which 1t 18 
apphed 1s truly ineffective. The works to which Paul referred 
must he concerned with the matter or substance of the plane upon 
which the energy of Faith 1s acting at the time heing. The univer- 
Sal laws which govern the plane of mind or soul decree that the 
its par- 


<rhstance of mind can only operate within its own plane 
ticular rate of vibration. The governins laws of substance or 
matter of lower vibration than that of Manas,—matter ot greater 
weight and density, cannot allow such matter to enter the Manasic 
Plane. It would be in deftance of the governing laws of both 
planes were it possible to transport a piece of iron ore or of physical 
ti==ue into the <ubstance of the Manasic plane. But a pertect pic- 
ture of that iron ore or tisswve might he ohbservable by inner eye 
upon that Manasic or Psychic plane, and that picture would be 
clearlv the result of the action of the rays of the Central Spiritual 
Sun within the substance of an intermediate state of substance 
a State COTTC- 


between the mental or astral and the physical plane 
Sponding to a film or negative in the case of a photograph taken 
by means of solar light, a camera and negative plate. 

The ignoring or repudiating of the necessity for an intermedt- 
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ate vehicle to bridge the gulf between spirit and matter constitutes 
one of our chief objections to the promulgating of some of the 
modern theories founded on, s0 called, spiritual healing. Another 
objection 1s based on the deceit practiced on the ignorant by those 
who flv to the medical fraternity for aid in emergencies, and claim 
all credit 1f success has crowned the efforts of the physician or 
Surgeon emploved and repudiate responsthility if the latter are 
unsuccessftul. 

In every instance where a genuine cure of an actual (not an 
incorrectly diagnosed) disease 1s healed by the application of spir- 
itual or mental means, 1t 1s due to the recognized or unrecognized 
action of the third, the intermediate state or entity which to the 
orthodox mind bears an idea of the Christ. This intermediate 
State from one point of view, may correspond to a flux, in which 
two totally diss1milar states of suÞbstance may be made to umite 
and thereby become an entirely different form of substance. . This 
intermediate state 1s unconsciously accepted and termed the healing 
torce by many New Thought advocates, although often unaware 
of 1ts ultimate nature or the laws which govern 1t. 

[t 1s to be regretted that in some instances the right to study 
modern works on chenustry and other scientihe works 1s demied to 
<tudents by their teachers, for 1t would lead to a hetter  under- 
Standing of the spiritual, mental and physical laws, and only too 
Often the refusal to do £0 1s bhased on the fear of losing their 
adherents, rather than on the hest good of those concerned. | 

Far be it from me to deny the power of any attribute of the 
(od-head. My objection to the use of the finer forces of Lite 
lies in what I recognize as the total ignorance of the majority of 
those who would so use them, and therefore the trequent m1suse 
of those forces and the final sad results of s1ch misuse. The man 
who would use a very precious stone for the shoveling of earth 
would he termed a fool or worse by those who saw .him do $0 
when a common tool was avallahle. Yet something far more 
precious 18 often applied to such a passing* immaterial thing as a 
light headache or <ore finger which only requires some sl1gÞt 
material aid. 


As before <aid. the inconsistencies, the illogical findings, the 
cruelty and indifference toward the <uffering of others, by many 
of this class should make an intelligent man carefully consider the 
whole question of mental or spiritual action in the healing of dts- 
>ase or the gaining of material values. T

My Children :-— 

| greatly deplore the necessity for adding vital energy to a 
thought form rapidly taking shape on the lower manasic plane, as 
does occur mn even considering the basic ideal of a snbject which 
1s primarily responstble for bringing a thought form into expres- 
$10n, for the more vitality a thought form is given the quicker it 
may be materialized and the stronger it may he. While the form 
in question 1s already m material expression in some of the Euro- 
pean nations, 1t will inevitahly eventuate in America also, unless 
there 1s a radical change in the minds of the people in relation to 
the general interpretation of the words, personal freedom. This 
1s my justihcation for bringing the suhject up for your cons1deration. 

As 1s always the case, the awakening of one pole of force or 
matter prefigures the awakening of the opposite pole, and with 
the awakening of the posttive 1deal of Liberty in the minds of a 
people; 1ts negative pole, License, hecomes the ultima thule of 
endeavor- in_that portion of a race which has not vet evolved to a 
perception of the 1deal of Liberty which 1s held im the minds of a 
more highly developed portion of the same race. 

The one fundamental and all-wmportant base of a true crviliza- 
tion 1s the ideal of the family. The purity of a race: the poss1hihity 
of a clean. genealogy depends upon the offspring of the union of 
one man to one woman, and whatever <«trikes at this hase,—this 
root of crivihzation,. strikes at the pos<thilitv ot the continuous 
existence of the race. The man or woman who indulges in promis- 
cuous co-hahitation is gmlty of a verv far-reaching crime agamst 
the race to which he belongs. 

Whatever may he the faults or failings of Orthodoxy in other 
respects, its insistence on the sacredness of the marriage tie has 
heen a most redeeming feature. I] am bringing these points up at 
this time for the davs are fast coming when one of the results of 
this world unheaval which I have termed a religions war, and of 
the precipitation of the thought-form previously referred to, will be 
upon vou as they are now upon Germany and some other nations.
